Cut in Ker inepene Subsidies; 
Exchange Controls Lifted 


On Many Export Items 





In a move aimed at stabilizing 
Brazilian finances as well as 
liberalizing the country’s economy, 


the Superintendency of Money 
and Credit, SUMOC, has issued 
two important regulations: In- 


struction No. 166 and Instruction 
No. 167. The texts of these In- 
structions, in an English transla- 
tion, are made available below. 


Chief Products Listed 

Generally speaking, as a result 
of the new regulations, there has 
been a cut in subsidies for certain 
key imports and a removal of ex- 
change controls on many export 
items. Thus, import subsidies are 
now reduced for oil, fuels, certain 
types of equipment, wheat and 
newsprint. These make up about 
one-half of the Nation’s total im- 
ports. 

In a press interview announcing 
the new Instructions, Sr. Lucas 
Lopes, the Minister of Finance, 
told the correspondents present 
that the measures of an exchange 
character were taken by the Coun- 
cil of the Superintendency of 
Money and Credit as a comple- 
ment to those earlier adopted. All 
of these measures are within the 
terms of agreements made with 
the International Monetary Fund 
during the months of May and 
July, he asserted.

With great clarity 
the natural boundary ‘ormed by 
the Parana River between Brazil, 
Argentina and Paraguay may be 
seen here. 

At this point the visitor may, if 
he wishes, cross over into Argen- 
tina or Paraguay. Most strongly 
recommended, especially if he has 
come along the Paranagua-Asun- 
cion Highway, is a trip through 
the Upper Parana region to see 
more of the very interesting State 
of Parana.
